Mra, Ina Petokas, membe: 
ship chairman of the Homeown- 
ers Association, defended the 
newsletter and claimed it defi- 
nitely would not be used for any 
political purposes or to endorse 
any political candidates, 

City attorney Donald Maroney 
stated the Coun il must decide 
whether the organization does or 
does not promote the interest 
of the city, Day, of the asso- 
ciation, later read a prepared 
statement reaffirming the fact 
that the organization waa not 
political and that he did not 
intend to be a Council candi- 
date, 


Maroney reported that the Su- 
perior Court in San Bernardino 
reached a decision on the Flint- 
kote hot-mix asphalt plant, “The 
court indicated the city’s trans- 
fer of ownership restrictions 
were too tight and that owner- 
ship should automatically trang.

Council moved to postpone the 
first reading of an ordinance 
to raise animal control shelter 
fees until the aecond meeting in 
September when a public hearing 
will be held concerning increased 
bicycle licensing rates, (The 


proposed animal control in- 
creases are; $34 for plekup on 
in animal at the owner’s re- 
quest; $4 redemption fee of an 
animal picked up and $1,50 per 
day as the cost for care and 
feeding of animals impounded,) 

The council unanimously ap- 
proved the conversion of six 
city vehicles for a 60-day trial 
period to natural gas Hawkins 
said, “This fuel method haa 
passed the experimental stage

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'Test Of The 
West’ Passes 


Through Upland 


Wonder about all those old 
care in town last Tuesday? The 
60-odd vintage autos were part 
of a special tour sponsored by 
the Antique Automobile Club of 
America, he old cars stopped 
at the Arbor restaurant in Up- 
land, 

The polished cars were quite 
a sight in their stylish caravan 
down Euclid Ave, The 340-mile 
‘teat of the West’’ ran Aug. 13- 
17 and was the 28th annual revival 
of ‘The Glidden Tour,” 

Following the pattern of the 
tourg originated by industrialist 
Charles J, Glidden in 1905 (tours 
that helped establish the auto as 
a dependable, all-weather mode 
of transportation), the current 
tour was designed “‘to remind the 
public that, 68 years later, the 
motor vehicle ig gtill the standard 
of personalized transportation,” 
according to Ray Stout, tour 
chairman, 

Coordinated as in the past by 
the Auto Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, the tour took the form of 
‘‘a yood-natured rellability run 
among owners of antique and 
Classic cars,’’ Stout sald, 

Unlike many past Eastern tours 
conducted over eagy terrain and 
in mild fall weather, the 1973 
Western Tour subjected the old 
cars and drivers to the 100- 
plus degrees of California’s sum- 
mer, as well as to the stresses 
of hill climbs up to 3,000 foot 
elevations, 

four chairman Stout noted that 
more then 150 ‘‘Gliddenites’’ 
joined this year’s Western tour, 
the third such event to be held 
in Southern California since the 
annual event wag revived in 1946, 

Gliddenites gathered Aug, 13 
at the Royal Inn in Anaheim for 
registration and a safety inspec- 
tion conducted by the Antique 
Automobile Club, A reception, 
hosted by Movie World--Cars of 
the Stara was also held Monday, 

After leaving Upland Tuesday 
the caravan went down Euclid 
Ave, through Ontario, circled the 
grand-prix track and garage area 
at Ontario Motor Speedway and 
continued through Norco, The 
cars circled the edge of what 
used to be the old Corona auto 
race track, site of Auto Club 
road races early in the cen- 
tury, Moving through Cerritos, 
past the marker commemorating 
the Old Butierfield Stagecoach, 
the group continued into the towns 
of Glen Ivy and Alberhill, center 
of the local red-clay open pit 
mining industry. 

On Friday, the final day of 
the tour, the Gliddenites traveled 
north through La Jolla and past 
the University of California, San 
Diego. Jogging eastward through 
Carlsbad, the tour moved along 
the old route of the El Camino 
Real and stopped for a rest at 
Mission San Luis Rey, They had 
lunch near the mission at San 
Juan Capistrano, The final leg 
of the 1973 Western tour passed 


through Dana Point, Laguna 
Beach, Newport Beach and 
brought the cars back to Ana-

County Seeks Abolition Of 
Federal Highway Trust Fund 


In response to current leg- 
islation allowing the use of

Second District Supervisor 
Daniel D. Mikesell, on whose 
motion the Board took action, 
explained that it is not equit- 
able for funds obtained through 
tax on gasoline to be expended 
for rapid transit purposes and 
noted that spending for these 
facilities should be financed 
through the establishment of an 
additional trust fund with money 
derived for that specific pur- 
pose, 

Mikesell also pointed outthat 
California currently provides 
11 percent of the money in the 
Federal Highway Trust Fund, 
but only receives about 6,5 per- 
cent in return, and would have 
the full amount if the fund were 
abolished, 

Recognized as an expert in 
the field of transportation, 
Mikesell is Chairman of both 
the Transportation Steering 
Committee for the National As- 
sociation of Counties and the 
Transportation and Public 
Works Committee for the 
County Supery1se~s Association 
of California, 

The Second Distr Super- 
visor has previously explained 
that he has no objection to the 
development of rapid transit 
facilities in urban areas if it 
is certain they will be used, 
but that he does not believe they 
shoud be constructed to the de=- 
triment of highways. 

He said recent statistics in- 
dicate that the San Francisco 
Bay area’s new rapid transit 
system will not enjoy the con- 
tinued high use rate suggested 
by earlier figures. 

Mikesell has also commented 
that it is not logical touse high- 
way funds for rapidtransit pur- 
poses when nearly all the rapid 
transit facilities in Southern 


California operate on highways.

Even with a further increase 
of a penny or two per-quart, 
Calliforniana will be paying less 
than milk drinkers in most other 
atates, And, milk prices have re- 
mained substantially behind 
other food and non-food prices, 
if milk prices had kept pace with
